was not sober, refused to do so; upon whieh Olarton 
put himself forward and offered te fight in Sullivan's 
place. The result was a boxing thatch, ih which the 
deceased got a bloody nose, Nothing further occurred until 
the fair of Middieton, on 10th October, 1859. The deceased 
and his father, Michael Mofony, ten. and his brother, 
Michael Motony,jun., the Svilivans, and the prisoner were 
there, They all fuil the fair together in the evening. When 
they came to the Chapel road they rated. The decoased 
and some others remained bebind. His father and brother, 
the Sullivans, and the prisoner went on to Sullivan's house 
together. A dispute arese there at first between the Sullivans 
and Clayton (the prisoner), The result was, that Clayton 
wat knocked down. The two Michaels became mixed up in 
the row. When Clayton got up he said he would have his 
satisfaction on the Molony's that old Michsr! bed Hot ason 
ablefor him and that he would dect blood out of him as 
be had done befere. Matt Sullivan, after this, put Clayton 
out of the héabe ; after which Clayton continued his threats 
of detiance, Shortly afterwards the prisoner went to his own 
house, which was not far distant, and was observed to go to 
a cupboard where he kept a razor. He then lighted his pipe 
end went out upon the road, and eat down wpon a low wall 
on the roadside, David Molony shortly aferwards came up, 
when the prisoner again defied deceased. Prisoner called on 
him to ght.

Wmam Massy, of Glenville, in the county of Limerick, 
Esquire, is plaintiff, and Sir William Henry St. Lawrence 
Clarke Travers, Baronet, and Lady Elizabeth lar bara 
Travers, his wife, are defendants. 

Counsel for the plaintiff—Messrs. Sullivan, (C.; Barry, 
QC. ; and Robert Ferguson. 

For defendants—The Right Hon. Abraham Brewster, 0.C.; 
(brought down specially); with Messers. Clarke, (.; Chatter- 
ton, (JC; and Bdward Litton. 

Mr. Sullivan, . C., stated the case for the plaintiff. The 
case involves the right to an estate of about % acres, in- 
cluding the lands of Ballynamony, Ballinbroky, Rally- 
villia 1 Farm, Ballincardy, and Rallxhegan, situate 
in the parish of Lislee, baren Ibane and 
Barryro>, and county of Cork. The rental of the 
estate is about £590 a year, and the plaintiff claims 
£6,000 damages for the time the estate has been wrongfully 
withheld. Most of the facts in the case are not in contro- 
versy between the parties. The plaintiff claims under a 
marriage settlement of his ancestor, John Moore Travers, 
executed on his marriage in March, 1740, by which he par- 
ported to settle the estate in the ordinary course of family 
settlement, but reserting a power to devise the estate, in 
case of there being no male issue of the marriage. There 
wag issue bat one daughter, who was the mother of the plain- 
tif, John Moore Travers died in 1784, ard by his will, 
reciting the power, devised the estate to that daughter, then 
an infant, as tenant for life, and after her death to her heirs 
male, That daughter was sabsequently married to the 
father of the plaintiff, in January, 1800. The plaintiff is the 
eldest son of that marriage, IIis father died many years 


ago, lie mother died in 1556, upon which event the 
plaintiff claims to be entitled to the estate. On the 
other hand, it appeared that Robert Moore Travers, 
who was the brother of John, the original settler, bad 


held possession of theestate from the death of John, in 1744, 
up to the time of his own death in 1853, Claiming under 
some old settlement prior to the marriage settlement of his 
brother, in 1780, and previous to his death, Robert took upon 
himself to devise the estate to the Lady Elizabeth Barbara 
Travers, through whom, as bis wife, Sir William, the defen- 
dant, claims. The learned ceunsel stated the action of 
ejeciment was now brought for the purpose of settling now 
and for ever the rights of the parties under these conflict- 
ing settlements. The settlement of John Moore Travers of 1789, 
and his will of 1753, were then produced and proved, and the 
other facta, as above — tela a imitted by the de- 
fendant's counsel, the p!aintiff’s case closed.

REPRESENTATION OF THE PEOPLE BILL. 

Lora J. RH SSERL moved that this bill be now read 
the sevond tittié. 

Mr. DISRAELI—BSir, I understand that the pro- 
moters of this bill claim for it the merit of simplicity. 
Simplicity in the operations of nature is admirable, be- 
cause there we ste adequate means adapted to the end 
— without complexity; but in matters of legis- 
ation siniplicity is a vality of an ambiguous character, 
because if we find that adequate means are not adapted 
to the end sr then it is not simplicity at which 
we arrive, but rather imperfection and incompleteness. 
(Heat; hear.) Now, what is the end proposed by this 
bill? The ond is “to amend tho representation of the 
a in England and Wales.” Are the means adequate 
to that end? My first impression, when I take up this 
bill, is that it might have been dra'rn up four or five 
centuries ago. Except the land on which we tread, and 
masses of brick and mortar, I do not see any property 
referred to asa q tion for exercising the franchise, 
and that in a country where, for more than 
a century; the grinn have been doing 
nothing but creating and accumulating various proper- 
ties to an incalculable amount. (eat, hear.) The 
claims of intelligence, of acquirements, and education 
are not noticed. The bill, indeed, is of a mediwval cha- 
racter, but without any of the inspiration of the 
feudal system or any of the genius of the middle ages. 
It proposes to itself three principal objects, which I sup- 
pose | may consider tfiree ptinciples, It is to extend 
thesuffrage in counties and in borovehs, and to effect 
some redistribution of Parliamentary seals, These 
certainly are obiects well worthy the attention of the 
House, but there are ohjects almost as important con- 
nected with the exercise of the franchise, and with the 
better representation f tho people of Kogland and 
Wales, which, singular to say, are not alluded to in this 
bill, It has been thought that, besides extending the 
possession of the franchise, it was one of our first du- 
ties to consider whether, by a more perfect registration,

There wasa éclietiic, perfectly worked 
out, which would have so multiplied polling-places that 
the Ministers of that day felt justified in asking the 
House to dbclarm that the paement of travelling ex- 
penses to a voter should thereafter be iilegal—a provi- 
sion which would greatly have checked that corruption 
of which we all so much complain. (llear, hear.) 
Bat in this bill to amend the representation of the 
people, ao limited aro its *onefyttion and the objects of 
which it treats, I do not see any allusion to these pri- 
mary and absolutely necessary topics. The gencral 
aspect of the bill ishighly ameatisfactory. Its omissions 
are ite be features. The qualifications from 
whith t drews its fratchiaes are of a limited 


| character, and some important topics Coffiecte) with 


the exercise of the suffrage are entirely omitted. 
That is the general aspect of the bill; let us now 
consider it in some detail. The bill has three 
principles. It extends the franchise in counties and 
in boronghs, and it effecte a redistribution of Parlia- 
mentary seats. I will first touch upon the arrangements 
which are proposed with reference to the borough 
franchise, and for this reason. in the somewhat meagre 
statement with which her Majesty's Ministers intro-

In the existing body of 410,000 house- 
kecpere- I deduct the freetmen—all classes almost in 
her Majesty's dominion, are ineluded,from the patrician 
resident who, perhaps, pays a rent of £1,090 4 year for 
hie dwelling, to the weaver and the dock! abourer of the 
Tower Hamiets who exercise the franchise under the 
lowest degree of qualification.

Of 
the thousand tons of records five hundred, consisting 
of duplicates and occasional triplicates, have been sold 
ata fair rate, and realised, we are informed, altogether, 
something under five thousand pounds. The papers 
so sold, by a process well known to the trade, will have 
the ink removed from them, and will be worked into 
pulp and remade into paper, which wiil fetch double 
the price given for them as they are. The library of 
the Kast India Office, so rich in Oriental manuscripts, 
is to be transferred, we understand, to the Board of 
Control. To the same place will go, perhaps, the 
valuable collection of industrial specimens, perhaps 
even the museum of animals. According to some, 
however, this latter collection will be sent to the British 
Museum. Such a course we would earnestly deprecate. 
The mass of articles at the British Museum is already 
ao prodigious as to defy supervision ; besides, it is very 
{ desirable to retain all the Indian collections in one 
spot, and that spot the most accessible to Oriental 
studenta—/lomeward Mail.
